Much ignorance exists as to what, first place such people have no means 
| of knowing the percentage of normal 


vision such a relative possessed at 
any time of life and the only founda- 
tion for their belief is that the rela- 
tive before death could see better 
without glasses than with them— 
the explanation of which I trust I have 
made clear. So do not ‘hope that you 
will ever “get your second sight”, 

Occasionally both eyes are simul- 
taneously affected but usually the 
opacity appears in one Leng years 
in advance of the other but event- 
ually both eyes become diseased, 
When the Cataracts have become 
“ripe” the patient has difficulty in 
distinguishing daylight from dark- 
ness and in proportion to the fro- 
gress of the disease, dimness of 
vision follows for which glasses are 
of little or no avail.
